NEW Tonk, Feb. 17.—Under date of Apia, 
January 27, the Herald this morning prints 
this: 

A financial scandal is now agitating Samoa. 


The balance sheet of the late Tamasese Gov- 
ernment has been published and the people 
have at last obtained an insight into the man- 
ner in which German Consul Brandeis has dis. 
charged his trust as chief of that short- 
lived regime. By the balance sheet 
it appears that there should be about 
$12,000 worth of property and from $2,000 to 
33, 000 in cash to be handed over to Malietoa’s 
Government. This, however, proves not to 
be the case; for asubsequent set of papers 
has been handed to the authorities which 
shows that not only the surpins money, but 
ali the property of the Tamasese Government 
bas been mortgaged to the German firm 
which acted as treasurer for Brandeis goods, 
etc., not specified, but alleged to have been 
supplied. All that is left out of about $80,000 
collected from the whole of Samoa 
during the time the Tamasese Government 
was run by Brandeis are a few municipal 
effects and two flimsy constructed light tow- 
ers. It is believed that when the commission 
appointed by the powers begins its work a 
full investigation into this matter will be had, 
when vouchers will have to be produced 
showing what became of the Treasury funds.

The Electric Light Question. 


The Board of Public Improvements will 
meet to-morrow morning and receive a report 
from the Committee on City Lighting. This 
report will give the board a few pointed 
interrogations to aim at Chas. Sutter of the 
Municipal Electric Light & Power Co., who is 
expected to be present and make an explana- 
tionortwo. As wag stated in Sunday’s Post- 
DIsPatcH, the Committee on Lighting 
concluded to ask Mr. Sutter why 
his company was now putting in 
lamps other than those approved by the 
board and why it was that the dynamos had 
not arrived in the promised time. I more 
serious of these questions is that relating to 
the lamps. Sometime ago Mr. Sutter and his 
representatives appeared before the commit- 
tee and said they had decided to use iow ten- 
sion lamps and argued their superiority over 
those of high tension. They submitted letters 
and drawings showing that the lamps gave 
more satisfaction than any other kind, 
that the current was less dan- 
gerous to life and property and 


that it was better In every other respect. The 
committee, after witnessing some experi- 
ments, agreed with Mr. Sutter and gave its 
approval to the low tension lamps. A few 
days ago the committee learned that the com- 
pany was putting in Brush „lamps 
and this, too, without — 1 | 
the committee or the board. The poles ha 

been placed and other details arranged and 
approved by the committee with the under- 
standing that low tension lLghts were to be 
used. Uuder the arrangements Mr. Sutter 
now proposes to carry out, it will be neces- 
sary to use more lights to properly illuminate

UNDER RUSSIAN RULE. 


OFFICIAL INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE TREAT- 
MENT OF POLITICAL EXILES IN SIBERIA. 


The Order Marks a New Departure—They 
Are Now Punished in the Same Way as 
Are Cammon Criminals— How the Czar’s 
Goverament Attempts to Cloak Its Bar- 
barity. “> 


CuicaGo,Ill., Feb. 17.—The following com- 
munication bas been received here: 
To the Agent of the Associated Press: . 

I have reo¢ived information from two iade- 
pendent sources fn Siberia copies of the order 
of the Russian prison administration by vir- 
tue of which Mme.

Neither must 
any difference be made between them and 
other convicts in respect to punishments in- 
flicted for violations of prison discipline. 

You will not fail to inform the Chief Prison 
Administration of the manner in which the 
above named political offenders are dis- 
tributed on the Island of Saghalien and to 
forward reports with regard to their behavior.

THE CHANGE IN TREATMENT. 

Up to the time when this order was issued 
some difference had been made in Siberian 
prisons between the treatment of political 
offenders and the treatment of burglars, bigh- 
way robbers and murderers. Both ciasses 
were confined in the same prisons, received 
the same food and wore the same dress and 
leg fetters, but the politicais were isolated in 
cells specialiy set apart for them and were 
virtually exempt from corporal punishment. 
They did not enjoy this exemption, however, 
by virtue of any law. Theoretically and 
legally they were liable tothe same punish- 
ments that were inflicted upon common 
criminals, namely 20 to 100 blows with the 
‘‘rods’’ or the ‘‘plet’’ (a heavy whip 
of hardened rawhide with a number of 
lashes). In practice, however, it was the 
custom for tha vrison surgeon to make a pro 
forma examination of the political offender 
who had rendered himself or herself liable to 
corporal punishment and certify to the Gov- 
ernor that in his judgment such political was 
not strong enough to take a fogging without 
danger to his life. Whether, as a matter of 
fact, this certificate was true or false, the 
Governor always made it his warrant for sub- 
stituting some otber form of punishment. The 
Government at that time did not venture to 
use the whip upon the backs of educated and 
refined men and women, and the surgeon’s 
certificate was a mere legal fiction, intended 
to relleye the prison department from the ne- 
cessity of actually enforcing its right to flog 
political convicts and at the same to hold that 
right in abeyance. 

& NEW DEPARTURE. 

The issuance of the order above set forth in 
March, 1888, marked a new departure in the 
treatment of political convicts, and since that 
time they have been p@ into the same cells 
with thieves, burglars and murderers, and 
have been flogged precisely as if they were 
common criminals. 

On the 1éth of September, 1888, a little more 
than six months after the above ordér ap- 
peared, two of the very politicals named in it | 
—Vassili Volnof and Ivan Meisner, and one 
other named Tomashevski were flogged at the 
penal establishment on the Island of Sas 
hallen. Of this affalr I have received manu- 
script accounts from Siberia. The particular 
order of which I have given a transiation was 
addressed to the Governor of the Island of 
Saghalien, but similar directions were given 
of course to the Governor of the Province of 
the Trans-Baikal, in which are situated the 
mines of Kara. Lieut.-Gen. Baron Korff, the 
Governor of that province, seems to have in- 
sisted upona merciless enforcement of the 
order of ed Prison Department and the 
flogging of Volhoff, Meisner and Tomashbefski 
was followed by the flogging to death of Hope

MOVEMENTS OF THE AMERICAN SQUADRON 
IN FOREIGN WATERS 


The First Death Among the Crews of the

N BOARD THE 

ATLANTA, 
TOULON, Feb. 4, 1890.

Fienehmen are sald to be good rammers. Let 
us prove we are. Four bells. Let her go.’’ 
SENT TO THE BOTTOM. 

The Triomphbante at full speed, rammed the 
Chinese Admiral’s ship. and consigned her 
and her hundredsef men to the bottom of the 
Foo Chow River. She took an active 
part in all the naval operations in China and 
returned to France after the war to be refitted 
and repaired. She left again at mid-day to- 
day for another commission in China. The 
guards of all our ships presented arms as she 
passed and the 2 4 band struck up the 
‘*Marsellaise,’’ The band of the Triomphante 
responded by striking up Hall Columbia.

New YORK, Feb. 17.—Herman Royozinsky, 
who lived at 47 Ridge street, was shot and 
instantly killed early yesterday morning by 
Isaac Jacob, a resident of Brooklyn. Jacob 
then attempted to kill Johanna, the wife of 
his victim, and dangerously wounded her. 
The murderen then put a bullet in his brain 
after attempting to shoot the 18-year-old son 
of his victims. Early in the morning Jacob 
callea at the house of Royozinsky, and after 
waking the inmates told them that a man 
was trying to steal their horse from the stable. 
Royozinsky hurriedly dressed himself and 
accompanied Jacob to the stable, When they 
entered Jacob pulled a revolver from his 
pocket and placing it against Royozinsky’s 
heart pulled the trigger. The murdered man 
dropped without asound, and after picking 
up an axe and waiting for his viefim to make 
asign of life, Jacob shut the barn door and 
returned to tne house. Mrs. Royozinsky had 
become suspicious, and was dressing herself 


when Jacob returned to the house. He 
aimed the revolver at her head and 
pulled the trigger, shooting her in the 


neck. At the sound of the shot Otto, the 15- 
year-old son ofthe murdered man and the 
wounded woman, sprang out of the door and 
attempted to seize Jacob, who fled at this 
attack. They ran down the street, when sud- 
denly Jacob turned and pointed the revolver 
at Otto, who dodged behind a wagon, 
Jacob observed the police officer approaching 
him and placing the smoking revoiver to his 
head sent a bullet crashing through his brain 
and causing instant death.

He was also paying court to a niece 
of Royozinksy, but when they learned that he 
had a wife and family in Brooklyn his atten- 
tions were refused.

Rubenstein Will Not be Awarded the Fancy 

Skating Championship on Acceunt of His 
Religion—Interesting Facts About Trot- 
ting Horses—A Cincinnati Amateur Gives 
Cannen a Tustle—Sperting News. 


HE late champion 
oarsman of the 
world, Henry Searle, 
before he breathed 
his last at his home 
in Australia, was 
questioned © on- 
— bow, in his 
opinion, the title’ 
which he would 
leave behind should 
be arranged for 
ownership. The 
Melbourne Sportsman 
of December 18 has 
the following in re- 
gard to it: By 
appointment our 
correspondent on 
Monday morniug 
waited on Messrs. J. 
and T. Spencer, the 
backers of the late Henry Searle, and who 
have been associated actively with aquatic 
contests since the days of Dick Green’s visit 
to England. The special reason for the visit 
was to get the wishes of the late cham- 
pion as to the disposal of the title of champion 
ofthe world. All sorts of statements bave 
been made public, but now the exact nature 
of his wishes sees the light. He left no formal 
will, but was questioned by Dr. Lovell, his 
medical attendant, and also by Mr. T. Spen- 
cer as to his views. The doctor asked point- 
edly if he (Searle) wished the championship 
to go to Neil Matterson, and Searle said de- 
cidedly ‘No.’ To Mr. Spencer on the same 
subject, he made use of words as nearly as 
possibile to the following effect: (They were 
written down by Mr. Spencer, so that there 
need be no question afterward.) The words 
were: ‘I wish that the boys of Australia 
should row for it (the championship) on the 
Paramatta River, and then the best man 
would establish his right to it.“ It may be 
remarked that Neil Matterson never thought 
of claiming the championship, and Searle’s 
views were entirely his own, there being no 
prompting in the matter. 

‘*Subsequently be had a chat with William 
Beach, the retired champion, who avers that 
Kemp has the best right to the championship. 
At any rate, he argues, the title belongs to 
the colony, for Searle went home with it and 
brought it back with him. Still, he thinks the 
best thing willbefor some one togetupa 
sweepstakes open to everyone for, he naively 
remarks: We don’t Enow whoisthe best 
till we try, and I might be induced to row 
again myself.’ Such a sweepstake properly 
managed, say £25 entry, to be returned on the 
sculler going to scratch, and the champlon- 
ship to go to the winner, would, he thinks, be 


the best way to settle the matter. He warmly 
approves of Searle’s last wish, and speaking 
of Saturday’s great demonstration, remarks: 
‘It was a wonderful sight, and only shows 
you what the public will do to honor an 
honest athlete.’ ’’

This result is entirely due to Rubenstein 
being aJew. In a letter to his famliy, written
